RESOLUTION TO AUTHORIZE ISSUANCE OF WET WEATHER 
CONTROL PROGRAM 
LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND, SERIES 2016 
WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (the "DEQ") has issued Administrative Consent Order No. 
ACO-SWO2-030 (the "ACO") requiring the City of Lansing (the "City") 
to abate sanitary sewer overflows from the City’s sanitary sewage 

collection system; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1994, as amended ("Act 451”) enables a City to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit or order 
issued by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the DEQ and the City have agreed to implement the Wet 
Weather Control Program State Revolving Fund Project Plan, as 
amended (the "Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan"), in 
compliance with the ACO; and 


WHEREAS, the City desires to finance the Frances Park Pump Station 
Improvements Project as further described in plans on file with the City 
(the “Improvements"), which Improvements are related to the Wet 
Weather Control Program Project Plan and which are required by the 
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ACO; and 


WHEREAS, the City has been offered funding for the Improvements 
from the State Revolving Fund program (the "SRF Program”), which is 
a low-interest loan financing program administered by the Michigan 
Department of Treasury and the Michigan Finance Authority (the 
“Authority”); and 

WHEREAS, in order to obtain loans from the SRF Program, the City 
must issue bonds and, on December 16, 2015, pursuant to Section 
5(g) of Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, the City 
published in the Lansing City Pulse the “Official Notice to Electors and 
Taxpayers of the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds Secured by 
the Taxing Power of the City and Right of Referendum Thereon” (the 
“Notice of Intent’), which described bonds to be issued in one or more 
series in an aggregate principal amount not-to-exceed $5,000,000 for 
the purpose of paying the costs of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, to finance the cost of making the Improvements the City 
Council deems it necessary to borrow the sum of not to exceed 
$5,000,000 and to issue its Wet Weather Control Program Limited Tax 
General Obligation Bond, Series 2016 therefor pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 451 (the “Bond"); and 


WHEREAS, the City Council determines that it is necessary to 
authorize either the Chief Operating Officer or, in his absence, the 
Director of Finance (either, an “Authorized Officer") to complete sale 
and delivery of the Bond as described in the Notice of Intent and within 
the limitations contained in this Resolution 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED as follows: 


NECESSITY, It is necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of 
the City to make the Improvements pursuant to the City’s Wet Weather 
Control Program Project Plan and issue the Bond pursuant to Act 451 
to finance construction of the Improvements 


ESTIMATED COST - PERIOD OF USEFULNESS. The total cost of the 
Improvements, including the payment of engineer's fees, legal and 
financial expenses and other expenses incident to the financing of the 
Improvements, which is estimated to be approximately $5,000,000 is 
hereby approved and confirmed, and the estimated period of 
usefulness of the Improvements is determined to be in excess of thirty 
(30) years. 


APPROVAL OF CONTRACT DOCUMENTS. The City hereby 
approves the Purchase Contract between the City and the Michigan 
Finance Authority (the “Authority’), the Supplemental Agreement by 
and among the City, the Authority and the State of Michigan acting 
through the Department of Environmental Quality, and the Issuer's 
Certificate (the "Contract Documents”) in such form as is approved by 
the Authorized Officer. The Authorized Officer and the Clerk, or any 
‘one or more of them, are authorized to sign the Contract Documents 


ISSUANCE _OF BOND. To defray the cost of the Improvements, 
including legal, engineering, financial and other expenses, the City 
shall issue its bond known as the "Wet Weather Control Program 
Limited Tax General Obligation Bond, Series 2016” (the "Bond’) in the 
agaregate principal sum of not to exceed $5,000,000, as finally 
determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of sale, or such lesser 
amount thereof as shall have been advanced to the City pursuant to 
the Contract Documents, pursuant to the SRF Program. The balance 
of the cost of the Improvements, if any, shall be paid by grants or funds 
appropriated by the City. 

During the time funds are being drawn down by the City under the 
Bond, the Authority will periodically provide the City a statement 
showing the amount of principal that has been advanced and the date 
of each advance, which statement shall constitute prima facie evidence 
of the reported information; provided that no failure on the part of the 
Authority to provide such a statement or to reflect a disbursement or 
the correct amount of a disbursement shall relieve the City of its 
obligation to repay the outstanding principal amount actually advanced, 
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all accrued interest thereon, and any other amount payable with 
respect thereto in accordance with the terms of the Bond. 


BOND TERMS. The Bond shall be issued as one fully registered 
Manuscript bond, shall be sold and delivered to the Authority in any 
denomination. The Bond shall be dated the date of delivery to the 
Authority, or such other date approved by the Authorized Officer, and 
shall be payable on the dates determined by the Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale, provided the final maturity shall be no later than thirty 
years after the date of issuance. The Bond shall bear interest at the 
rate of two and 50/100 percent (2.50%) per annum as determined by 
the Authorized Officer, payable semiannually on the dates determined 
by the Authorized Officer at the time of sale. Notwithstanding the 
above, the final amount of any maturity and the terms of the Bond shall 
be as provided in the Contract Documents and will be finally 
determined by the Authorized Officer 


PAYMENT OF PRINCIPAL AND INTEREST. Both principal of and 
interest on the Bond shall be payable in lawful money of the United 
States of America to the person appearing on the Bond registration 
books as the registered owner thereof. Payment of principal on the 
Bond shall be made at the principal office of the Paying Agent (as 
defined below), upon surrender of the Bond. Payment of interest on the 
Bond shall be paid to the registered owner at the address as it appears 
on the registration books as of the determination date. Initially, the 
determination date shall be the date as of the fifteenth (15th) day of the 
month prior to the payment date for each interest payment; however, 
the determination date may be changed by the City to conform to 
market practice. 


SECURITY, The City anticipates paying the principal of and interest on 
the Bond from funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such 
as revenues derived from the operation of the City’s sewage disposal 
system and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of the City’s limited 
tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax general 
obligation of the City, and the City hereby pledges its full faith and 
credit for the prompt payment of the principal of and interest on the 
Bond as and when due. Each year, the City shalll include in its budget 
as a first budget obligation an amount sufficient to pay such principal 
and interest as the same shall become due. In the event there are 
insufficient moneys for the payment of principal of and interest on the 
Bond, the City shall levy a tax on all taxable property in the City for the 
prompt payment of principal and interest on the Bond; provided, 
however, that at the time of making any such annual tax levy, the City 
shall take into account in determining such annual tax levy other 
moneys available to pay principal of and interest on the Bond, 
including Net Revenues of the System, special assessments, or any 
other moneys available to the City. Taxes, if any, levied pursuant 
hereto shall be limited as to rate and amount by applicable, 
constitutional, statutory and charter limitations on the taxing power of 
the City. 


PRIOR REDEMPTION. The Bond issued and sold to the Authority 
Shall be subject to redemption prior to maturity by the City only with the 
prior written consent of the Authority and on such terms as may be 
required by the Authority 


PAYING AGENT AND REGISTRATION. 


Appointment_of Paying Agent. From time to time the City shall 
aeagrate and appant a Paung Agent, which may also act as transfer 
agent and bond registrar (the "Paying Agent"). The initial Paying Agent 
shall be designated by the Authorized Officer. In the event of a change 
in the Paying Agent, notice shall be given in writing, by certified mail, to 
each Registered Owner not less than sixty (60) days prior to the next 
interest payment date. The Paying Agent shall keep the official books 
for the recordation of the Registered Owners of the Bond 


Registration of Bond. Registration of the Bond shall be recorded in the 
Tegistration books of the City to be kept by the Paying Agent. The Bond 
may be transferred only by submitting the same, together with a 
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satisfactory instrument of transfer signed by the Registered Owner or 
the Registered Owner's legal representative duly authorized in writing, 
to the Paying Agent, after which a new Bond or Bonds shall be issued 
by the Paying Agent to the transferee (new registered owner) in any 
denomination, in the same aggregate principal amount as the Bond 
submitted for transfer. No transfer of Bonds shall be valid unless and 
until recorded on the bond registration books in accordance with the 
foregoing. The person in whose name any bond is registered may for 
all purposes, notwithstanding any notice to the contrary, be deemed 
and treated by the City and the Paying Agent as the absolute owner 
thereof, and any payment of principal and interest on any Bond to the 
Registered Owner thereof shall constitute a valid discharge of the 
City’s liability upon such Bond to the extent of such payment. No Bond 
shall be transferred less than fifteen (15) days prior to an interest 
payment date nor after the Bond has been called for redemption 


Authority's Depository. Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
Resolution or the Bond, so long as the Authority is the owner of the 
Bond, (i) the Bond is payable as to principal and interest at The Bank 
of New York Mellon Trust Company, N. A., or at such other place as 
shall be designated in writing to the City by the Authority (the 
“Authority's Depository’); (ii) the City agrees that it will deposit with the 
Authority's Depository payments of the principal of and interest on the 
Bond in immediately available funds by 12:00 noon at least five 
business days prior to the date on which any such payment is due 
whether by maturity, redemption or otherwise; in the event that the 
Authority's Depository has not received the City's deposit by 12:00 
noon on the scheduled day, the City shall immediately pay to the 
Authority as invoiced by the Authority an amount to recover the 
Authority's administrative costs and lost investment earnings 
attributable to that late payment; and (iii) written notice of any 
redemption of the Bond shall be given by the City and received by the 
Authority's Depository at least 40 days prior to the date on which such 
redemption is to be made 


SALE OF BOND. The Bond shall be sold to the Authority. The City 
determines that a negotiated sale to the Authority is in the best interest 
of the City because the terms offered by the Authority are more 
favorable than those available from other sources of funding 


BOND FORM. The Bond shall be substantially in the form attached 
hereto as Exhibit A, and incorporated herein, with such changes as 
may be required by the Authority or as recommended by the City's 
Bond Counsel and approved by the officers of the City signing the 
Bond 


EXECUTION OF BOND. The Mayor and the Clerk of the City are 
hereby authorized and directed to sign the Bond, either manually or by 
facsimile signature, on behalf of the City. Upon execution, the Bond 
shall be delivered to the Authority in accordance with the Contract 
Documents. 


BOND MUTILATED LOST OR DESTROYED. If any Bond shall 
Become mutilated, the City, at the expense of the holder of the Bond, 
shall execute, and the Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver, a 
new Bond of like tenor in exchange and substitution for the mutilated 
Bond, upon surrender to the Paying Agent of the mutilated Bond. If any 
Bond issued under this Resolution shall be lost, destroyed or stolen, 
evidence of the loss, destruction or theft may be submitted to the 
Paying Agent and, if this evidence is satisfactory to both the City and 
the Paying Agent and indemnity satisfactory to the Paying Agent shall 
be given, the City, at the expense of the owner, shall execute, and the

Civil Actions Claims and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against 


the Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, or 
a Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this provision “the 
Employee’) for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services 
of an attorney to advise the Employee as to the claim and to appear for 
and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does 
not provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made 
by the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City 
may compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the 
commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for 
damages caused by the act or acts of the Employee covered under 
this provision is awarded against the Employee as the result of a civil 
action, the City will indemnify the Employee or will pay, settle, or 
compromise the judgment. The City's obligations under this provision, 
however, is contingent upon the Employee giving prompt notice of the 
commencement of the action and upon the Employee cooperating in 
the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“scope of authority” under this provision does not include any act or 
acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ii) dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, or 
deliberate violation of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal 
act, of (v) traffic violation; nor does this provision abrogate or diminish 
governmental immunity. 


Grants

WHEREAS, June 5, 2016 marked the 35th anniversary of the first 
reports in the US of a strange new disease which would come to be 
known AIDS, and 


WHEREAS, during the interceding years, tens of thousands of 
Americans have died as a result of complications related to the 
infection with HIV. Since 1996, highly effective treatment options have 
come to market, saving the lives of thousands of Americans, including 
many living in Ingham county and the City of Lansing, and 


WHEREAS, studies show that current medications, taken early and as 
prescribed, result in a higher quality of life for a person living with HIV. 
Studies also show that those who successfully control their viral 
infection with anti-HIV medications are significantly less likely to 
transmit the virus, and 
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WHEREAS, early detection of the infection leads to better health 
outcomes for those living with the virus through connection to medical 
care which in turn reduces the incidence of transmission of the virus; 
and 


WHEREAS, since 2012, the FDA has approved the once-a-day 
prevention pill known as Pre-Exposure Prophylaxis or PrEP to prevent 
those at risk of HIV acquisition from being infected. PrEP is at least 92 
percent effective in preventing HIV infection when taken daily and math 
models indicate it is 99 percent effective when taken daily; and 


WHEREAS, Ingham county remains one of the highest prevalence for 
HIV in Michigan, and gay, bisexual and other men who have sex with 
men are at 57.5 times more likely to be infected with HIV than other 
American men, and 


WHEREAS, transgender women are 49 times more likely to be 
infected with HIV than any other women in the world, This disparity is 
particularly profound among young men and women of color. However, 
HIV remains a highly misunderstood, and stigmatized condition in 
American society. 


WHEREAS, in 1995 the National Association of People With AIDS 
created National HIV Testing Day, and in the last three years, the 
Lansing Area AIDS Network has tested over 60 high risk individuals on 
National HIV Testing Day, and

mark National HIV Testing Day.

Shall the City maintain its property taxing capacity at 20 
mills for the next five (5) years (from January 1, 2017 
through December 31, 2022 inclusive), which is .8308 mills 
in excess of the current Headlee Amendment limit, and 
allow the City to renew the current levy of 19.44 mills for 
the purpose of funding essential services, including police 
protection, fire protection, local road and sidewalk 
maintenance? 


For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2017, the continuation 
of the additional millage levied is estimated to result in $8 
million of revenue to be disbursed to the City of Lansing 
The City of Lansing currently levies 19.44 mills.

WHEREAS, the Planning Board voted unanimously (6-0) to 
recommend approval of Act-1-2016, to vacate the Farrell Drain in its 
entirety on the Grand Haven Manor properties except for a 30 foot 
drainage easement for the storm sewer in Deerfield Street, extended

Harass/harassment: Physical conduct or communication directed 
at another person intentionally for the purpose or effect of creating an 
intimidating, hostile, or offensive environment with regard to 
employment, places of public accommodation, public services, or 
housing 


HOSTILE WORK ENVIRONMENT: THIS DEFINITION ADOPTS 
BY REFERENCE THE DEFINITION OF THIS TERM UNDER

THE COMMITTEE ON INTERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS

WHEREAS, Line 5 is a set of twin, 62-year-old pipelines owned by 
Enbridge that carry light crude oil and natural gas under the Straits of 
Mackinac; and 


WHEREAS, the currents in the Straits of Mackinac at peak volumetric 
transport can be more than 10 times greater than the flow of Niagara 
Falls and switch bi-directionally from east to west every few days, and 
according to a 2014 University of Michigan study are the ‘worst 
possible place” for an oil spill in the Great Lakes; and 


WHEREAS, the Great Lakes contain 20 percent of the world’s fresh, 
available, surface water and are a drinking water source for over 35 
million people; and 


WHEREAS, one out of every five jobs in Michigan is linked to the high 
quality and quantity of fresh water in the Great Lakes; and 


WHEREAS, tourism is one of Michigan's largest income industries 
bringing in billions of travelers dollars spent each year, and 


WHEREAS, agriculture, fisheries, shipping and industry depend on the 
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health of the Great Lakes; and 


WHEREAS, in 2009 the Great Lakes were linked to over 1.5 million 
jobs, with Michigan accounting for 35 percent of those jobs’; and \ 


WHEREAS, Enbridge’s record includes 1,244 reportable spills, leaks 
and releases from 1996 to 2013*, and 


WHEREAS, Enbridge was in violation for their spacing requirements of 
its 1953 easement for Line 5 in 2014° and were responsible for a 
pinhole leak in a section of the pipeline north of the Straits in 
December 2014°; and 


WHEREAS, Enbridge was responsible for the largest oil spill in U.S. 
history when Line 6b ruptured near Kalamazoo in 2010 allowing almost 
1 million gallons of tar sands oil to leak for 17 hours before shutting 
down the line®; and 


WHEREAS, corrosion is one of the leading reasons that pipelines fail 
and it has been recently detected that there is corrosion in this 
pipeline; and 


WHEREAS, Line 5 was built before the Great Lakes Submerged Lands 
Act was adopted so it didn’t have to obtain a permit and ensure that 
the pipeline wouldn't pose a threat to the waters or the public’s use of 
the waters; and 


WHEREAS, the Coast Guard Commandant testified before congress in 
2015 that the Coast Guard would be unable to respond effectively to 
an open water oil spill in the heart of the Great Lakes*, and 


WHEREAS, as Michiganders we have a responsibility to be wise 
stewards of the waters of our state for generations to come; and 


WHEREAS, protection of Michigan's water supplies and resources is 
better accomplished by prevention of contamination and environmental 
degradation, rather than attempting to clean up contamination and 
restore degraded environments after the fact; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that on the 10” day of 
October 2016, the City of Lansing supports stopping the transportation 
of oil under the Great Lakes. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the City of Lansing supports 
shutting down Line 5 and the flow of oil under the Great Lakes. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the City of Lansing supports H.R 
182 and C.R. 15 by calling on Governor Rick Snyder and Attorney 
General Bill Schuette to shut down Line 5, and 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the City of Lansing will send a letter 
to Governor Rick Snyder, Attorney General Bill Schuette, State 
Representatives, State Senators and U.S. Senators calling on them to 
take swift action to shut down Line 5.

ORDINANCE #1205 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND SECTION 1460.44; SUBSECTION (e) OF CHAPTER 1460 
TO PROVIDE DOCUMENTATION REQUIRED TO BE FILED WITH 
THE OFFICE OF CODE COMPLIANCE AND CITY ASSESSOR FOR 
VERIFICATION OF OWNERSHIP FOR RENTAL REGISTRATION 
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PURPOSES. 
THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Subsection 1460.44 of the Codified Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended as follows: 


CHAPTER 1460. BUILDING AND HOUSING CODE 
1460.44. - Registry. 


(a) General. All rental properties in the City of Lansing, except 
owneroccupied single-family dwellings, are subject to Sections 
1460.44 through 1460.51 of this Code. Owners and agents of 
rentals subject to this Code shall register their names, telephone 
numbers and place of residence or usual places of business, and 
the location of the premises regulated by this Code, with the 
Office of Code Compliance, all absentee landlords shall have a 
registered agent in Lansing. An absentee landlord is the owner 
of property that is leased, assigned or rented to another and who 
lives more than 40 miles from the Lansing City Limits 

(b) {dentification Required. The owner of any rental properties shall 
provide proof or verification of his or her driver's license or State 
of Michigan Personal Identification Card to the Office of Code 
Compliance. A corporation, limited liability company, trust, 
partnership, or D.B.A. registered with the State of Michigan or 
county shall provide such other information as may be required 
by the Office of Code Compliance. If the premises are managed 
or operated by an agent, the owners shall provide proof or 
verification of the agent's driver's license or State of Michigan 
Personal Identification Card to the Office of Code Compliance 
which shall be placed with the owner's name in the registry. 

(c) Time Allowed to Register Rental Property. The owner(s) shall be 
responsible for registering a rental property within 30 days 
following the day on which the owner offers the premises, 
dwelling or unit for occupancy. If there is a transfer or change in 
any owner or agent required to register under this section, the 
new owner or agent shall, within 30 days of such transfer or 
change, notify, in writing, the Office of Code Compliance and

(d) Change of Owner or Agent's Address or Phone. After 
registration, if the registered owner or registered agent changes 
residence or his or her usual place of business or his or her 
(telephone number(s). The registered owner or agent shall 
provide, in writing, the new address(es) and/or telephone 
number(s) to the Office of Code Compliance within 15 days of 
such change. If there is a new agent or there is no longer an

(e) Transfer of Ownership. If there is a transfer of ownership for any 
rental dwelling or unit required to be registered under this 
section, the registered owner or agent shall, within 15 days of 
such transfer or change, notify, in writing, the Office of Code 
Compliance thereef-and provide the name(s) and address of the 
new owner(s). If the registered owner or agent sells OR

registered owner or agent shall provide such ADDITIONAL 
information as may be required by the Office of Code 
Compliance. THE PROPERTY SHALL BE PRESUMED TO BE 
ARENTAL IF THE DOCUMENTATION REQUIRED PURSUANT 
TO THIS SUBSECTION IS NOT FILED AS PROVIDED 
HEREIN 

() Application for Certificate of Compliance. An owner or agent 
shall apply for a Certificate of Compliance. Inspection and 
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issuance of certificates shall comply with the requirements of this 
Code and with the procedures established by the Office of Code 
Compliance. If any owner or agent fails to make an application 
for a Certificate of Compliance, the occupant of the dwelling may 
apply for a certificate 

(9) Certificate of Compliance Withheld. When a certificate is 
withheld pending compliance or the rental dwelling is not 
registered, or premises is not occupied for dwelling purposes, 
the premises shall not be occupied until a Certificate of 
Compliance is obtained. Those premises which are occupied for 
dwelling purposes may be ordered vacated until reinspection and 
proof of compliance has been obtained 

(h) Lack of Certificate of Compliance. If a rental dwelling unit lacks a 
current Certificate of Compliance or is not registered within the 
required time stated in subsections (c) and (d) hereof, the 
dwelling may be ordered vacated and the occupants may pay 
the rent into an escrow account until a Certificate of Compliance 
is issued. The Office of Code Compliance may notify occupants 
when the Cettificate of Compliance is issued. A nonrefundable 
administrative service fee as established by City Council 
Resolution shall be assessed in instances where the lack of a 
current certificate of compliance necessitates investigation by the 
Office of Code Compliance and noncompliance is found to exist 

(i) Certificate Issued on Condition. A Certificate of Compliance shall 
be issued on the condition that the premises remain in a safe, 
healthful and fit condition for occupancy. If, upon reinspection, 
the Manager of Code Compliance determines that conditions 
exist which are in violation of this Code. The certificate shall be 
immediately revoked and the premises may be vacated as 
provided in Section 1460.08 (Substandard structures, or 
premises) and/or Section 1460.09 (Unsafe premises or 
structure) 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing has determined that 
the filing of Principal Residence Exemption and/or Property Transfer 
Affidavits, by persons claiming homestead status or transfer of 
property through a land contract, are frequently not supported by an 
executed land contract between the applicants and the actual property 
owners; and 


WHEREAS, this misleading and sometimes fraudulent activity serves 
to divest tax revenue from the City and schools in the City, creates 
obstacles for the Treasurer during tax foreclosure proceedings, and 
causes a hardship on consumers in the City because of the uncertain 
status of ownership which may be created by such practice; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing has adopted an 
ordinance to amend section 1460.44, subsection (e) of chapter 1460, 
to provide documentation required to be filed with the office of code 
compliance and city assessor for verification of ownership for rental 
registration purposes; and 


WHEREAS, the above referenced ordinance requires that, if there is a 
transfer of ownership for any rental dwelling or unit required to be 
registered under the section, and the registered owner or agent sells or 
transfers the property on a land contract or similar real estate 
installment sale agreement, the registered owner or agent shall provide 
a copy of that entire land contract or agreement which has been 
recorded with the County Register of Deeds to the Office of Code 
Compliance and the City Assessor's office within 15 days of such sale 
or transfer; and 
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WHEREAS, MCL 211.7cc (6) provides, ‘if the assessor of the local tax 
collecting unit believes that the property for which an exemption is 
claimed is not the principal residence of the owner claiming the 
exemption, the assessor may deny a new or existing claim by notifying 
the owner and the department of treasury in writing of the reason for 
the denial and advising the owner that the denial may be appealed to 
the residential and small claims division of the Michigan tax tribunal 
within 35 days after the date of the notice;” and 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing further desires to 
protect the public from unclear, unfair or deceptive methods, acts or 
practices in the conduct of business or commerce, including the 
misuse of land contracts as disguised rental agreements, and to 
prevent clouds on property title; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council of the 
City of Lansing advises and recommends that the City Assessor 
require that any person filing a Principal Residence Exemption 
Affidavit, and whose homestead status is claimed to be through a land
